In view of Secretary Schlesinger's testimony to the Armed 
Services Committee last month, there will most certainly be hard 
debate on the question as to whether we withdraw all troops from 
Korea, Thailand and Taiwan this year. 


In order that I may make up my own mind as to the merits of 
these questions, I would like to have an immediate briefing on 
the reasons why a nominal U.S. presence in Korea, Thailand and 
Taiwan should be maintained after June 30. 


It would be helpful if your briefing officer will bring along 
current order oF battle information and the most recent National 
Intelligence Estimates for these areas.
